Barry man took 
two knives 
to threaten 
former partner 


Cardiff Crown Court report 
by AJ SICLUNA 


A MAN wielding a 
knife in each hand 
went to the home 
of his ex-partner 
and shouted: “I’ll 
stab you,” before 
leaving. 

Ian Burdge (47) 
“simply lost his head, so 
to speak,” said his 
solicitor Derek Gooden 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Burdge of Bassett 
Street, Barry, was jailed 
for a year after pleading 
guilty to charges of 
affray and being in 
possession of a bladed 
item. 

Judge Niclas Parry 
told him: “Let me tell 


you why this is a 
serious matter.” 

He said it was 
premeditated and he 
threatened to stab 
someone in the house. 

“When people are out 
of control of their 
emotions, brandishing a 
knife, anything could 
happen.” 

Prosecutor Bethan 
Evans said Burdge had 
a relationship for some 
years with a woman and 
went to her home in 
Barry. She had a new 


friend and Burdge had 
commented on this on 
Facebook. 

He let himself into 
her house and when she 
came downstairs, she 
saw him standing 
waving a knife about in 
each hand. 

She told him to get 
out and called the 
police, and he 
responded by saying: 
“I’ll stab you now,” and 
then left. 

He told the police he 
had gone to the property 
uninvited and wanted to 
have a fight with “the 
other man”. He said: 
“My head went.” 

Mr Gooden said: “To 
his credit, he left the 
situation pretty sharpish. 
Obviously, this case 
passes the custody 
threshhold.” 

The judge imposed a 
restraining order for five 
years preventing Burdge 
from contacting the 
woman.

Keiran Johns, Lee

Oscar makes his 
return to the green, 
green grass of home 


A MAN from Barry 
has brought Oscar, 
a 14-year-old 
search dog, back to 
Wales from 
Afghanistan. 

It is more than 12 
years since Oscar left the 
country to help in the 
task of detecting hidden 
explosives, first in Iraq 
and then in Afghanistan. 

As reported in The 
GEM in May, former 
Marine Craig O’Dare, 
who works as a private 
security contractor in 
Afghan-istan, spotted 
Oscar during a recent 
trip. 

Craig was in a 
compound and 
discovered some of the 
search dogs were 
supplied by Welsh 
company ‘Malpeet K9 
Academy’ owned by his 
friend Simon Mallin. 

When Craig spoke to 
Simon he discovered 
that although Oscar had 
not been supplied by 
Malpeet, Simon had 
been his handler in Iraq 
12 years earlier. 

The two men agreed 
that Oscar should have 
been retired long time 
ago and that he should 
come home to Wales. 


Craig’s daughter 
Brionne, aged 10, 
donated £20 of her 
pocket money and sent 
her dad the message: “I 
hope you bring Oscar 
home soon.” 

With the support of 
the charity Nowzad, 
which runs an animal 
sanctuary in 
Afghanistan, Craig, 
Simon and crowd- 
funders raised around 
£7,000 needed to bring 
him home - that 
included injections, 
paperwork, the flight 
and a payment to the 
Afghan owner. 

Craig said: “We had 
to persuade the owner 
that the best thing was 
for him to come home 
and that we didn’t want 
to work him further. We 
certainly had no 
intention of that. 

“The people in 
Afghanistan couldn’t 
understand why people 
in the UK would donate 
money to bring a dog 
home.” 

Oscar’s return home 
was delayed because he 
did not have the required 
stamps and vaccinations.

Llancarfan School 
move is ‘shambolic 
and hugely divisive’ 


T WO pieces in last week’s GEM 
caught my eye: a report on the 
council Cabinet’s decision to 
approve the closure of Llancarfan 
Primary School by moving it to Rhoose, 
and Rob Taylor’s letter about the 
council’s track record on engagement 
around important matters of public 
concern. 

Supporters of Llancarfan Primary have long felt 
the council has acted in bad faith from the very 
start. There was a lack of meaningful engagement 
at the point that proposals were initially drawn up 
(Llancarfan’s headteacher and Chair of Governors 
were only told of the plan a handful of days before 
it was announced in the press). 

The council takes the line that it has fully 
observed its responsibilities for consultation under 
the School Organisation Code, but this misses the 
point. Genuine engagement should have occurred at 
a much earlier stage in the process, greatly 
improving the chances of building consensus and 
ensuring proposals were fit for purpose.

But as it is, the whole sorry process has been 
shambolic and hugely divisive. The Cabinet even 
ignored the Scrutiny Committee’s recent 
recommendation for further engagement with the 
communities affected. 

I sat in the public gallery at the Cabinet meeting 
and watched the shameful spectacle unfold. I can 
tell you it was more tightly scripted than a 
television drama. 

Blank-eyed Cabinet members mouthed empty 
questions to officers who trotted out pre-prepared 
answers. 

And come 2022, when voters next have the 
chance to exercise their only real power, I hope and 
expect the whole thing will come tumbling down.

KEY services could 
be transferred out 
of a ‘deteriorating’ 
hospital in Cardiff 
under NHS plans. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Hospital 
Board is proposing to 
transfer day hospital 
services, including 
elderly care assessments, 
out of Rookwood 
Hospital. 

NHS chiefs want to 
transfer the services for 
patients aged 65, 
potentially with 
dementia, over to 
Llandough’s day hospital 
“before winter”, 
according to a health 
board report. 

There are concerns 
about patient and staff 
safety at Rookwood 
Hospital where there are 
issues with providing hot 
water and heating, and 
the building is 
deteriorating, a report 
says. 

“The current 
environment of care is 
not fit for purpose as 
there are several issues 
with providing hot water 
and heating, 
compounded by the 
deteriorating general 
fabric of the building,” a 
service change proposal 
says. 

“While we have been 
able to keep services 
going over the last few 
years, we now deem that 
the further deterioration 
in the fabric of the 
environment, coupled 
with a viable alternative 
option, means that we 
need to relocate the 
services as a matter of 
urgency.” 

The current day 
hospital provides 
specialist services 
including continence, 
falls programs, 


Parkinson’s, cardiac 
failure and bone health. 

The UHL day hospital 
has “excellent facilities” 
with access to radiology 
and other services and 
would be able to 
accommodate the 
additional patients, the 
health board says. 

If the services are 
transferred to 
Llandough’s Day 
Hospital, they would be 
reviewed after six 
months to assess 
whether it should 
become the permanent 
base for the services. 

The health board has 
also put forward plans to 
transfer 19 inpatient 
beds for elderly people, 
some with dementia, 
from Ward Cl North at 
University Hospital 
Wales to the 
Landsdowne Ward at St 
David’s Hospital in 
Canton. 

A health board report 
says Ward Cl North 
needs a refurbishment 
and has no day room 
facility. It is proposed to 
move the ward to St 
David’s in January 
where there is a “calmer, 
less clinical environment 
of care” and more 
facilities such as a day 
room and a quiet room. 

The beds at UHW 
would either be used by 
another clinical board or 
used as a ‘decant’ or 
winter ward. 

Both plans will be 
discussed by Cardiff and 
Vale Community Health 
Council this week. 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
has been contacted for 
comment.

Porthkerry man caused 
‘emotional distress* 
to his former partner 


HEAVILY intoxicated, a 
man went to the home of 
his former partner and told 
her: “You can watch me 
die” before passing out and 
being taken to hospital, 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
been told. 

On another occasion, Lewis 
Drew, 28, threw her £229 mobile 
phone into the garden and walked 
off with her bank card, said 
prosecutor Julian Greenwood. 

Drew, of no fixed address, who 
had been living in the Porthkerry 
area, was jailed for 18 weeks after 
pleading guilty to two charges of 
causing damage and one of theft. 

Judge Tracey Lloyd-Clarke told 
him: “You caused your victim 
emotional distress.” 

Mr Greenwood said that on 
August 30, drunk, Drew went to 


the home of his former partner in 
Barry. 

“He could not gain access, so he 
kicked through a door panel and 
got in. She found him unconscious 
on the kitchen floor.” 

He was arrested, released on 
bail and failed to attend the 
hearing at Cardiff Magistrates’ 
Court. 

On another occasion, Drew 
went to her home, again drunk, 
and said she could watch him die, 
before passing out. 

On September 15, he called her, 
saying he wished to pick up some 
of his clothing, placing him in 
breach of his bail conditions. 

But, said Mr Greenwood, he 
went there “storming into the 
house” and throwing her mobile 
phone into the garden. 

In the phone case, he found her 
bank cards and said: “I’ll be 


having them,” and left. 

Drew was said to have previous 
convictions for public order 
offences, causing damage, affray, 
robbery, possessing an offensive 
weapon, burglary and drug 
offences. 

His solicitor, Nick Hartland, 
said: “I acknowledge he has a host 
of previous convictions.” 

The present offences, he said, 
were committed within the 
domestic background. 

He said Drew made no threats 
to the woman, although she was 
unnerved by his inappropriate 
behaviour. 

The bank cards, he said, were 
never used and he now said that 
their two-and-a-half year 
relationship was over. 

A five year restraining order 
was made, banning Drew from 
contacting the woman. 


Three men sentenced for 
drug offences in Penarth

Johns was found in possession 
of a lock knife and around six 
grams of cocaine in 20 plastic 
snap bags. Johns, aged 21 of 
Porth, Rhondda Cynon Taf was 
last week jailed for three years and 
three months after pleading guilty 
to possession with intent to supply 
class A drugs - cocaine - and 
having a knife blade/sharp pointed 
article in a public place. 

Hingston was found in 
possession of a crowbar, small 
electronic weighing scales and 
several plastic snap bags. 
Hingston, aged 20 of Penarth, 
pleaded guilty to possession of a 
controlled drug with intent to 
supply class B amphetamine, and 
of possession of an offensive 


weapon in a public place. 

He received nine months and 
three weeks imprisonment, which 
was suspended for two years, 200 
hours unpaid work and a curfew 
requirement. 

Philp was found in possession 
of a multi-tool with a hammer 
attached, six tablets and a bag of 
white powder. Philp, aged 19 of 
Penarth, pleaded guilty to 
possession of a controlled drug 
with intent to supply - class B 
amphetamine, possession of an 
offensive weapon in a public place 
and possession of a controlled 
drug of class C. 

He was given a 12 month and 
two weeks sentence suspended for 
two years, 200 hours of unpaid 
work and a curfew requirement. 


Detective Sergeant Julian 
Kerslake said: “These three men 
were arrested as a result of a stop 
and search in Penarth after officers 
saw them acting suspiciously. 
Officers found drugs but also 
offensive weapons - both have no 
place in our communities. 

“Drugs continue to blight our 
local communities and we want to 
make it clear that the use and 
supply of controlled drugs in the 
Vale will not be tolerated. 

“We will stop, search and 
disrupt those who do deal drugs at 
every given opportunity.”

Taylor takes 
the path from 
care to career 


TAYLOR Saunders, 20, from 
Barry has won the HSBC 
Breakthrough Award at The 
Prince’s Trust Awards in 
Cardiff. 

Taylor was presented with the award 
at the Wales ceremony at the National 
Museum in Cardiff last night. The 
Prince’s Trust and TK Maxx and 
Homesense Awards recognise the 
achievements of young people in 
Wales who have succeeded against the 
odds, improved their chances in life, 
and had a positive impact on their local 
community, as well as those who have 
played a part in supporting the work of 
The Trust. 

Taylor’s life changed dramatically 
at the age of 17, when she was taken 
into care. Living away from her home 
town of Barry, Taylor was suffering 
from a number of mental health 
conditions including post-traumatic 
stress disorder, borderline personality 
disorder, depression and anxiety. 
Taylor had also been self-harming. 
After 15 months in England, Taylor 
was moved closer to home as part of a 
supported housing project with 
Llamau. 

“When I moved into the new 
housing project, I had to see 
counsellors but didn’t feel comfortable 
talking to them, so I’d just sit there and 
say nothing.” 

Over time, Taylor became more 
comfortable talking with the housing 
project staff, who suggested she tried 
The Prince’s Trust Team programme; a 
programme designed to build the 
confidence and employability 


prospects of unemployed young 
people. Taylor was initially reluctant 
and began isolating herself again, but 
when one of her housemates decided to 
sign up, Taylor managed to find the 
courage to give it a go. 

“I didn’t really talk much on the first 
day, but I decided to go back the next 
day even though my house mate didn’t 
- which was scary. I was the only girl 
on the course and the oldest in the 
group, but I got through the first week 
and agreed to go on the residential!” 

Taylor’s residential week took place 
in the Brecon Beacons, and proved to 
be a massive turning point for her. 

“I made friends and tried every 
challenge, including cliff jumping, and 
was so chuffed with what I achieved. It 
was one of the best experiences of my 
life.” 

Since completing the programme, 
Taylor is going from strength to 
strength. She continues to volunteer for 
a local children’s hospice, as she 
completes a Level 2 NVQ in Child 
Care. She has reconnected with family, 
is no longer self-harming and hoping 
to move into her own home. 

“The Prince’s Trust made me push 
myself when I didn’t think I could. It 
made me believe in myself when I 
didn’t think I could, and now I have a 
new life and a new future!” 

Speaking at the awards, Taylor said: 
“The Prince’s Trust Cymru gave me 
the support when I needed it most - to 
be honest I don’t know where I’d be 
without them. Now I’m ready for the 
future.”

THE weather 
forecast was for 
heavy rain sweeping 
in from the west but 
even so, a group of 
11 walkers joined 
Joy, Biddy and 
Bronte near St John 
the Baptist Church 
in Sully at the start 
of a 5.5-mile local 
morning walk in 
dry conditions. 

Crossing their first 
stile and heading across 
Sully Moors with only 
grazing sheep for 
company, a difficult 
crossing at the busy 
Cardiff Road led them 
into empty meadows 
beside the Cadoxton 
Brook and onward to 
Parc Bryn-y-Don for 
morning coffee beneath a 
large oak tree. 

Having road-walked 
uphill via Cross 
Common Road, a 
deviation into fields led 
them through The 
Oxhams and in dry 
weather, they made their 
way up Sully Road 
towards Home Farm on 
the brow of the hill. 
Continuing down 

Swanbridge Road past 
the De Sully Grange and 
onto Beach Road, a 
gateway led them onto 
part of the Wales Coast 
Path at Sully playing 
fields, with views out to 
Sully Island.

Continuing uphill on 
the Gader Ridge and 
reaching Pen Twyn 
Mawr at a height of 
658m, they enjoyed 
morning break and 
lovely views. 

The route along the

VW 
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Doubt is cast 
on the ‘economic 
benefit’ of projects 


MAJOR transport projects in 
the Vale such as the Penarth 
Headland Link and a new park 
and ride would cost millions 
more than they would 
contribute in economic 
benefits, a report has 
suggested. 

Plans for a new park and ride site, 
which could be at Cosmeston Lakes 
Country Park, and the proposed 
Penarth Headland Link - a 1km 
pedestrian and cycle link between the 
Cardiff Bay Barrage and Penarth 
Esplanade, were assessed by 
consultants for their viability. 

The Vale Council also 
commissioned assessments of plans for 
new cycling and pedestrian routes and 
bus priority schemes. 

One report by Arup said the costs of 
many of the transport projects would 
outweigh their economic benefits, 
some by millions of pounds. 

Arup’s report said the Penarth 
Headland Link, a new walking and 
cycling route running along the cliffs at 
Penarth, would cost £12.38million to 
build but only deliver economic 
benefits of £7.07million - a net cost of 
£5.31million over 60 years. 

Arup said the headland link would 
be a “major engineering undertaking, 
involving significant cost”. 

A bus priority route from the Merrie 
Harrier pub to Cardiff barrage would 
deliver net costs of £14.68 million in 
that time, where if a bus priority 
scheme was run from Cosmeston to 
Cardiff barrage, it would produce net 
costs of £1.83 million, the report 
found. 

Costs for potential options for new 
park and rides facilities at Cosmeston 


or Sully, expanding the existing 
provision at Eastbrook rail station in 
Dinas Powys or at Cogan rail station 
would also outweigh their economic 
benefits, according to Arup. 

A walking and cycling route 
proposed from Biglis to Dinas Powys 
is the only project to deliver a net 
economic benefit of £1.67 million, said 
Arup’s analysis. 

Arup’s report said the transport 
schemes are likely to increase the use 
of sustainable transport and lead to 
reduced journey times, but would not 
lead to significant reductions in road 
congestion. 

The council has described the 
results as “concerning” but say Arup’s 
report is limited, as it only considers 
changes to transport patterns and does 
not consider factors such as health, 
well-being and tourism impacts. 

Another report by sustainable 
transport charity Sustrans said the 
Penarth Headland Link would deliver a 
positive economic impact. 

Sustrans said the headland link 
would provide economic benefits of 
£25.7 million over a 20 year-period, 
including £23 million in health-related 
economic benefits. 

Sustrans predicted the Penarth 
headland link would bring in £8million 
tourism-related benefits a year with 
178 full time jobs directly or indirectly 
supported through this tourism. 

The council has said Sustran’s 
conclusions, though more positive, are 
“not totally robust” due to the number 
of people sampled in the report. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet voted on 
October 15 to carry out WelTAG stages 
one and two reports to assess the 
transport schemes in greater detail.

AM’s praise 
for council 


SOUTH Wales 
Central AM, 

Andrew RT Davies, 
has commended the 
Vale Council as 
latest Welsh 

Government figures 
show that the 
number of workers 
in the authority’s 
social services has 
risen, despite an 
average decline 
across Wales. 

The figures, which 
were released last week, 
show staff in local 
authority social services 
departments across 
Wales has fallen by 23.3 
per cent since 2006/07. 
Year-on-year declines 
have been registered ever 
since, dropping from 
20,471 whole-time 
equivalent (WTE) 
employees to 15,707 in 
2017/18. 

The number of WTE 
staff fell in 17 of Wales’ 
22 local authorities when 
compared to 2014/15 
(the furthest back 
comparable records go), 
however the 

Conservative-run Vale is 
one of only five councils 
to register an increase - 
3.9 per cent. 

This follows news 
from last week that the 
Welsh Labour 

Government have cut the 
local government 

settlement for 2019/20, 
inflicting cuts on 15 
councils in Wales, while 
increasing or freezing the 


budget for six Labour- 
run councils in south 
Wales. The cut to the 
Vale’s budget was 0.7 per 
cent. 

Commenting, Andrew 
RT Davies, said: “In the 
face of yet another unfair 
funding settlement from 
the Labour Welsh 
Government, the 

Conservative-run Vale 
Council should be 
commended for bucking 
the national trend and 
maintaining vital staff 
and resource in its social 
services department. 

“Social workers play a 
vitally important role in 
any local authority, 
ensuring the safety of the 
vulnerable and the 
preservation of a 
cohesive society. 

“Mysteriously, 
Labour-run councils 
across Wales continue to 
receive the most 
favourable budget 
settlements from the 
Labour-run Welsh 
Government in Cardiff 
Bay, so it is a remarkable 
achievement that the Vale 
has managed to increase 
staff numbers whereas 
cuts in social service 
workforces across the 
country have been so 
severe. 

“It just goes to show 
that you cannot trust 
Labour to fund the Vale 
of Glamorgan fairly or to 
run services efficiently - 
both financially or with 
vital boots on the 
ground.”

DRESD, a Vale-based

Underwire Festival supports 
female talent within the production 
and creative industries. The 
nomination is for Best Production 
Design for their work on The Blue 
Door, a British short-horror film 
directed by Paul Taylor and produced 
by Megan Pugh and Ben Clark, and 
featuring Gemma Whelan (Game of 
Thrones, The Crown). 

Dresd supported the team in 
reducing the environmental impact 
across the entire production process, 
focusing on creating an entirely 
recycled set and utilising set pieces 
and props from previous productions.

significantly cut carbon and waste, a 
growing demand within the film 
industry.

McFarlane, said: “Being able to 
showcase the recycling of sets in this 
way was a privilege and hopefully the 
beginning of a new era for film 
production.’ 

Producers Megan Pugh and Ben 
Clark said: “We are grateful to Dresd 
for all their hard work, not only 
sourcing building materials and prop 
items to construct The Blue Door set, 
but also for their creative efforts. It is 
amazing that through reading the 
script and holding many Skype 
meetings between London and 
Cardiff, reducing unnecessary 
mileage and carbon emissions, they 
were able to build, dress and bring it 
to life using entirely reclaimed 
supplies.”

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‘Predatory’ 
couple are jailed 
for child rape 


A BARRY couple were jailed 
on October 18 for a total of 
36 years after committing 
multiple sexual offences 
against children. 

Peter Griffiths, aged 65, and his 
wife Avril, aged 61, were convicted 
of a multiple sexual offences last 
month after a trial. 

Peter Griffiths was jailed for 21 
years after being found guilty of 
eight counts of rape, three counts of 
indecent assault and two counts of 
taking an indecent photo of a child. 

Avril Griffiths was jailed for 15 
years after being found guilty of five 
counts of rape, two counts of taking 
an indecent photo of a child and two 
counts of indecent assault. 

The charges relate to three victims 
in the 1970s to 1990s. 

The court heard that the abuse 
‘destroyed’ the lives of their three 
victims. 

Detective Sergeant David Rich, 
the officer in the case, said: “[The 
sentences] reflect the gravity of the 
crimes which have been committed 
by Peter and Avril Griffiths. This 
couple who were responsible for 
appalling abuse have now been 
brought to justice. 

“I would like to commend the 
three victims in this case who have 
shown immense strength and 
courage throughout the investigation 
and court proceedings. I hope today’s 
sentence provides some closure for 


them and their families as they 
attempt to move forward with their 
lives. 

“South Wales Police urges anyone 
who has been the victim of any kind 
of sexual abuse or assault to come 
forward, safe in the knowledge that 
they will be treated with respect and 
dignity by officers. 

“I cannot imagine how difficult it 
must be to come forward to report 
sexual abuse but I want to reassure 
anyone considering doing so that 
there is a whole range of support out 
there, not only from the police but 
from partner agencies who can help 
you through the entire process. 

“Survivors of abuse by predators 
like Peter and Avril Griffiths deserve 
to see them brought to justice and we 
are determined to do all we can to 
help them.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Justin 
Evans said: “Following the 
convictions of Peter and Avril 
Griffiths, two people have reported 
allegations of non-recent sexual 
offences to police. We are 
investigating these allegations and 
they are being supported by specially 
trained officers. 

“Since the trial, further 
information concerning allegations 
of contact between police officers 
and the defendant Peter Griffiths 
have been reported to police. This 
investigation is ongoing.”

Pages of the Sea 
to commemorate 
the centenary of 
the Armistice 


IT is a story we all know. 

Now almost one hundred years 
ago, at the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh month, 
the guns stopped and the Armistice 
was declared. 

The Great War was over. 

There are, of course, many 
commemorations taking place to 
mark the end of what was rather 
optimistically termed ‘The War To 
End All Wars’. 

From the ringing of church bells 
to song and quiet contemplation, 
there are events around the United 
Kingdom and Northern Ireland, as 
well as further afield in 
Commonwealth and Allied countries 
to honour the millions, who left their 
shores to travel to a foreign land. 

Some never returned. Many who 
did return were left with wounds and 
scars, visible or not; they did not say 
‘goodbye’ only to their home land. 
War changes everybody. 

Film producer Danny Boyle, and 
Poet Laureate Carol Ann Duffy, have 
lent their support to a novel littoral 
project. 

Called Pages of the Sea, on 
selected beaches around the UK, 
over the course of several hours, a 
portrait of an individual from the 
First World War will emerge from 
the sand. 

As the tide rises, the image will be 
washed away leaving those present 
to say a collective goodbye, 
reflective of the farewell they bade 
others and their homes. 

Some 20-odd beaches are listed 
on www.pagesofthesea.org.uk, the 


closest official one being Swansea. 

However, many other beaches and 
many other events inspired by Pages 
of the Sea are being planned, and 
will be added to the list. 

Sue Day, a volunteer at Barry War 
Museum based in the Railway 
Station Barry Island, contacted The 
GEM about one such event on the 
island. 

She said: “We have organised a 
sand artist called Gareth ‘DIN’ 

Evans to draw a picture of a soldier 
of The Great War on Barry Island 
beach.” 

She said that November 11 * is 
perfect for the tide time at 
Whitmore, adding: “The picture will 
be done in front of the Eastern 
shelter which will give visitors a 
good view from above.” 

The Poet Laureate has written a 
poem especially for the event, to be 
read by individuals, families and 
communities on the day. The poem 
will be available from 
www.pagesofthesea.org.uk. 

A spokesperson for Pages of the 
Sea said: “Anyone can also get 
involved in creating artwork in the 
sand using stencils of portraits at the 
beaches.”

THE basic wage for 
councillors in 
principal 
authorities across 
Wales is set to go up 
to £13,868 per year 
- an increase of 
£268 - in 2019/20. 

Wages paid to council 
leaders, deputy leaders 
and executive members 
would rise by £800, 
inclusive of the £268 
increase to their basic 
salaries, under the 
proposals put forward by 
the Independent 

Remuneration Panel for 
Wales. 

If accepted by 
councillors, their basic 


wages would have risen 
by almost £800 since 
2012, but would mean 
their salaries would be 
back to the same levels as 
at 2011, when they were 
cut by five per cent. 

A report by the panel 
said: “During our visits 
to all principal councils 
last year, many members 
expressed the view that 
compared with 

traditional paid 

employment, the basic 
salary is too low to attract 
younger people and to 
encourage greater 
diversity. 

They also pointed out 
the significant 

differences between 
remuneration and 


support available to 
elected members in other 
levels of government in 
Wales. 

The report said: “They 
proposed that the level of 
the basic salary should 
therefore be raised 
significantly in 

recognition of the 
importance of the role of 
an elected member of a 
principal council.” 

The leaders of the Vale 
of Glamorgan and 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council would 
earn £49,100. Their 
deputies would earn 
with cabinet 
getting 


£34,600, 

members 

£30,100.

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Beating retreat on 
Remembrance Sunday

IT can be a trying 
time, Remembrance 
Day, for some. 

Thoughts of mates or 
family who served and 
who are no longer alive, 
spring quite naturally to 
mind. It is, after all, 
about remembrance. 

There is often pride at 
the memories of those 
gone, which can, in part, 
temper a natural sadness. 

And yet other 
memories can crop up, 
often without warning 
and very often wholly 
unwanted. They can be 
triggered by a sound or 
too many sounds, a 
smell, a flash of colour, 
and in an instant that 
person is reliving a part 
of their life they would 
rather forget. 

Not everyone, 
especially former 
servicemen and women, 
finds the run-up to 
Remembrance Sunday 
easy, not helped by the 
seemingly incessant, but 
still often unexpected 
screech, bang, flash or 
crack of fireworks 
before, during and after 
Bonfire Night. 

Men and women 
who have served their 
country, but would balk 
at the term ‘brave’ - are 
known to wear ear 


defenders, turn the TV 
or radio up, close the 
curtains to avoid the 
sights, smells and 
sounds of these 
explosions, albeit ones 
for a ‘fun’ activity. 

At Bridgend’s 
Remembrance Sunday 
service and parade two 
years ago, this writer, 
and no doubt others 
present, saw a young 
woman in some distress. 

It was at the end of 
the parade, and before 
ranks could be broken to 
see if she wanted help, 
she had gone elsewhere. 

Last year, she was 
back. The writer 
managed to have a quick 
chat with her, and later 
saw her in Carnegie 
House. 

She - Fran Hunt - 
had set up a 

‘Remembrance Cafe’ for 
veterans, serving 
personnel, and their 
families. 

This is Fran’s story. 

TWO years ago I 
attended my first 
Remembrance Day 
service after the 
recent loss of my 
grandfather, Colin 
Clark. 

He joined the Army 


aged 14 and gave 21 
years’ service. In later 
years he became a 
Chelsea pensioner. 

Remembrance Sunday 
can be a tough time for 
many people. 

For me, the first 
remembrance service 
after losing my 
grandfather was a 
difficult experience. At 
the end of the service, I 
walked towards the war 
memorial to lay a wreath 
in memory of my 
grandfather and great 
grandfather who also 
served in the Army. 

A gentleman there 
was also laying a 
wreath, in memory of 
his son, who had been 
killed in action. 

We stood chatting for 
around 15 minutes 
talking about our loved 
ones and their time spent 
in the Army. I then 
hugged him and wished 


him well. 

As he left for home I 
realised he wasn’t 
accompanied by any 
family members or 
friends. Watching him 
leave alone and so upset 
deeply affected me. 

He needed a place to 
go, a place to be with 
other people who 
understood what he was 
going through. 

I needed a place like 
that too, and I decided 
there and then that next 
year I would make sure 
we had such a place. 

The idea of the 
Remembrance Cafe was 
born. 

The Remembrance 
Cafe, based in Carnegie 
House, is a place for the 
people of Bridgend, 
particularly those who 
have been affected by 
war to share tea, cake 
and companionship on 
the day of the 


Remembrance Sunday 
Service (November 11, 
between 10am and 3pm) 
and the family 
Remembrance Service 
the day before, from 12 
noon to 2pm 

This year we’re also 
opening a quiet space 
away from the hubbub 
of the main cafe. This is 
for people who have 
PTSD or those who find 
crowds difficult and 
need a safe space to 
retreat to. 

The donations made 
towards refreshments are 
in aid of the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion. Last year the 
cafe was a great success 
and we raised £172. 

We’re hoping to beat 
that this year. We are 
still in need of willing 
volunteers and cake 
donations, if you can 
help please contact Fran 
Hunt via email 
fran .kelly @ me .com.

Fireworks warning in the 
run-up to Bonfire night 


WITH bonfire night fast 
approaching, the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales is urging 
people to remember the 
distress fireworks and sky 
lanterns can cause to 
livestock and pets and 
reminds them of the 
dangers posed by bonfires. 

“We call on people to stick to 
the firework safety code at all 
times, especially over the bonfire 
and Hallowe’en season, to 
minimise the risk to livestock, 
pets and humans,” said FUW 
Policy Officer Charlotte Priddy. 

“This time of year poses many 


dangers to animals and children, 
so don’t let negligence and 
ignorance be the cause for a real- 
life horror,” added Mrs Priddy. 

Animals in general are not fond 
of the noise of fireworks and can 
become quite anxious during this 
time of year. Therefore, the FUW 
urges people to be considerate 
and not let them off near 
livestock. 

Mrs Priddy said: “It is also a 
good idea to make sure that your 
pets have been micro-chipped by 
a vet and that the details on the 
chip are up to date prior to bonfire 
night, just in case they go 
missing.” 

The FUW recommends that 


people visit an organised display 
but if you are having a display at 
home, please make sure you 
follow the firework code at all 
times to minimise the stress for 
farm animals and children. 

It is also advisable to give 
neighbours a few days notice of 
your firework display, 
particularly if they are elderly, 
have young children or pets. 

“We also remind people that 
sky lanterns have now been 
banned by all councils across 
Wales, as they pose significant 
dangers to livestock and are, of 
course, a considerable fire safety 
risk,” added Mrs Priddy.

Farmers’ funding 
formula welcomed 


A UK Government review 
on delivering fair funding 
for farmers has been 
welcomed by Bridgend 
councillor, Carolyn 

Webster, Rhys Lougher of 
award-winning dairy Ty 
Tanglwyst, and Vale MP 
Alun Cairns. 

It was announced that an 
independent advisory panel will 
look at what factors should 
determine the distribution of 
agriculture funding between 
Wales, England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland in this 
Parliament. 

Cllr Webster said: “This good 
news for local farmers - and 
indeed farmers across Wales. 

“It is undeniable that Brexit has 
led to some concerns among those 
at the forefront of one of our 
country’s most important 
industries. It is vital that our 


farmers get the support they need 
to carry on doing the fantastic job 
they are doing.” 

Mr Lougher said: “I welcome 
this review. I look forward to the 
outcome, which I hope will put 
food security at the heart of 
Government thinking.” 

Each country’s individual 
circumstances will be taken into 
account, including environmental, 
agricultural and social-economic 
factors, as well as farm numbers 
and sizes, to make sure all parts of 
the UK are treated fairly. 

The review, led by Lord Bew of 
Donegore, will provide 
recommendations for how the 
annual amount of convergence 
funding is fairly split once the UK 
has left the Common Agricultural 
Policy. Representatives from the 
devolved administrations will join 
him on the panel. 

The UK Government has also 
said it will not simply apply the 
Barnett formula to changes in 


Defra funding beyond this 
Parliament, meaning farmers in 
Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland will not just be allocated 
funding according to population 
size. 

Secretary of State for Wales, 
and Vale MP, Alun Cairns has also 
welcomed the review. 

He said: “This review will 
establish fair funding 
arrangements for our vital Welsh 
farming industry. With the UK 
Government committing to do 
away with a Barnett model for 
agricultural funding, farmers in 
every part of Wales can look 
forward to greater future financial 
protection.” 

The Government has already 
confirmed that overall funding for 
UK farm support will be protected 
in cash terms to the end of the 
Parliament in 2022, providing 
more certainty than any other EU 
member state.

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Locals are honoured 
for their part in Thai 
cave rescue triumph

MEMBERS of a cave rescue team 
who masterminded the release of a 
Thai football team were lauded at 
a recent awards ceremony. 

Members of the South and Mid-Wales 
Cave Rescue Team (SMWRCT) played a 
role in the recovery of 12 boys and their 
coach from the bowels of Thailand’s Tham 
Luang Nang Non cave in Chiang Rai 
Province this summer, following a three- 
week ordeal which gripped the world. 

The membership of SMWRCT includes 
people from the Vale and Bridgend. 

With some of the most highly-skilled 


cave rescuers in the world, the team was 
drafted in to support an international 
operation, including military personnel 
from Thailand, America, Australia and 
China. 

They ended up coordinating a 
treacherous mission which ultimately 
resulted in all members of the Wild Boars 
soccer team and their assistant coach being 
reunited with their families. One Royal 
Thai Navy SEAL died before the final 
rescue. 

The boys were rescued one by one with 
each mission taking three to four hours. 

The cavers received a Platinum Award at 


this year’s Wales Care Awards in honour of 
their dedication. 

Two members of the team, Gary Mitchell 
and Dan Thome, attended the ceremony in 
Cardiff to receive the award on behalf of 
the team. 

Mr Mitchell said: “We’re not a public 
body and we don’t have a high media 
profile, we just get on with what we do. We 
mostly rescue cavers and animals. 

“Cavers know about our services and 
how to get help, but unless there is 
something major in the news in which 
we’re drafted in to help, we tend to stay out 
of the media spotlight.”

New Vale sailing 
trust looks at ability, 
not disability 


CELTIC Capability Sailing 
held a successful launch event 
in Pier 64 this week. 

The new sailing trust was founded 
by Wendy Hopkins after her son had a 
serious accident in 2016 that ended his 
professional sailing career. 

She brought a team together to 
create the trust that aims to provide 
sailing experiences for all, but reaches 
out in particular to young people who 
are disabled or disadvantaged. 

Celtic Capability Sailing offers 
sailing experiences at Barry 
Waterfront. Groups are able to book a 
sailing session for just £10 per person, 
with safety equipment and instruction 
provided. The trust currently sails in a 
stable keelboat but has plans to buy 
another boat and extend activities to 
rowing and even boat building in the 
future. 

Tom Hopkins, whose experience 
inspired the new trust, boarded a boat 
again this summer for the first time 
after his accident. 

He said: “I thoroughly enjoyed my 
sail. It’s so nice to get back on the 


water. I never thought I’d be able to do 
this again, but here I am.” 

At the launch event, the Celtic 
Capability Sailing team introduced the 
project to distinguished guests, 
supporters and organisations 
representing disadvantaged and 
disabled young people. Guests were 
able to see the trust’s 20-foot sailing 
boat Artemis close up. 

Guests heard that the boat was 
bought following a generous £20,000 
donation to the trust, but further 
fundraising will be necessary to realise 
future plans. 

David Jenkins, founding director 
said: “We are so grateful for the 
generous support we have received to 
date. We are working to grow the 
project and reach out to as many 
disadvantaged and disabled young 
people as possible. We are building 
links with other sailing organisations 
to enable the young people who sail 
with us to develop their new skills in 
other settings too, if they wish.”

Another tale of when 
point-to-point 
came to the Vale... 


THE following is an extract 
from GEM columnist's Brian 
Lee’s long out of print book 
The Races Came Off- The story 
of point-to-point racing in 
South and West Wales. 

In 1910 the directors of Cardiff’s 
Ely Racecourse spent several hundred 
pounds on rebuilding and improving 
the public enclosure to hold double 
the amount of visitors. 

For their efforts they were 
rewarded with a record attendance at 
their two-day Easter meeting with all 
previous records being eclipsed. 

It was also a good year for point-to- 
pointing, with record attendances 
reported at the Glamorgan, 
Pembrokeshire and Monmouthshire 
fixtures. 

As was now becoming the custom 
it was the Glamorgan Hunt fixture 
that opened the season. The races 
were held on a Thursday at Leige 
Castle Farm, Llancarfan, with the old 
Roman encampment being used as a 
grandstand from which racegoers saw 
the races from start to finish. 

In the heavyweight race, Arthur 
Masters’ Hotspur was made the 
favourite but Edgar David’s Bertha, 
which he had bought in Ireland for 
£64, led throughout with the owner up 
to win easily. 

Later in the day, Bertha came out 
again and won the open race, only this 
time it was Edgar David’s son Evan 
who was in the saddle. 

Evan also won the lightweight race 
on his father’s Lhassa who had cost 
£47.10s, as it then was. 

The following year, 1911, Lhassa, 
ridden by Evan, finished fourth in the 


classic Lady Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire meeting. This was a 
good performance as there was a 
record 23 runners and the three horses 
which finished in front of Llhassa 
were Our Philip, who was winning 
the race for a second time, What Time 
and Romano. 

Fortunately, there were no serious 
accidents at the Glamorgan meeting. 
However, in other parts of the country 
the story was a sadder one. The Rt 
Hon James Tomkinson MP, aged 70, 
was killed competing in a 
parlimentary race when the horse he 
was riding fell at the second last fence 
while holding a long lead. 

Another fatal accident occurred in a 
cavalry point-to-point when Lt Eyre 
of the King’s Royal Rifles died a few 
days after a fall. 

The Gelligaer held their second 
meeting at Blackwood again where Dr 
William Reidy’s Baronet, ridden by 
Stan Price, won the heavyweight race. 

The lightweight event went to 
David Jones’ Gambler who was 
piloted by David Jones junior. Gus 
Adams on Cylene won the open race.

Five stars for Seat’s new compact SUV 


SEAT Arona SE Technology Lux 
1.6 TDI115PS six-speed manual 
THIS month’s road test puts me into a 
car that many of you probably don’t even 
realise exists! 

This is a car that sits very quietly in the shadows 
of many other cars on the road, and I doubt that 
some of you have ever seen it on the road yet. 

Well, the reason for this is that while most of you 
will go with what’s currently in fashion, and what’s 
hip, there are some of you out there like me that 
need a car to do exactly what it says on the tin - and 
the new Seat Arona is exactly that sort of car - so 
get your head down and read on. 

Power and Efficiency: The Arona I currently 
have on test is powered by all5PS, 1.6 TDI four- 
cylinder diesel engine with a six-speed manual 
gearbox and a respectable top speed of around 
115mph, plus a 0-62 time of 10.3 seconds. Fuel 


consumption is also very good with a combined 
figure of 65.7 mpg. 

On the road: I like the way the Arona handles - 
it feels very well balanced. Also, when the road 
gets twisty, it’s more than capable of holding its 
own. 

The steering also feels light and agile - and when 
you hook all this up to its fantastic six-speed 
gearbox, you really can’t go wrong, and it’s no 
exaggeration for me to say that I think the Arona is 
the better car here when you compare it to some of 
its rivals. 

Interior and Technology: As with all Seats, the 
interior is of a good standard but, as I have said 
many times, Seat is a part of VW group, so it will 
last for years. The seating is actually rather good, 
even after a long journey, and the dials and switches 
are laid out very well and are very clear and precise. 

Some of the standard equipment across the range 
includes; bi-colour roof, halogen front headlights, 
front fog lights with cornering, function, LED 



daytime running lights (DRLs), LED taillights, rear 
fog lights, black roof rails, body-coloured door 
handles, electrically adjustable door mirrors, 
FM/AM radio, DAB (digital audio broadcasting) 
six speakers, Bluetooth, colour: 6.5” colour 
touchscreen/USB port/aux-in, dimming interior 
rear view mirror, interior ambient lighting, interior 
chrome pack, air conditioning, electric front and 


rear windows, cruise control, auto-headlights, 
comfort suspension, driver and front passenger 
airbags, front side and curtain airbags, active front 
head restraints, anti-lock brake system (ABS), 
Electronic Stability Control (ESC) with Emergency 
Brake Assist (EBA) and hill hold control. 

Plus it doesn’t stop there either, as this is the SE 
Technology Lux version, you also get additional 
features such as; Beats Audio: 300w subwoofer, 
18” space-saving spare wheel, luggage 
compartment lining, heated front seats, heated 
washer nozzles, adaptive cruise control and 
KESSY (Keyless Entry and Go). 

To sum up: I’m going to give the Arona five 
stars in this test (which is rare for me), not only 
because I like it a lot, but because I believe it’s 
worth every penny. 

Next time you are out looking for a new compact 
SUV, try looking that little bit harder because the 
Arona is a brilliant buy.

A thrilling encounter 
sees Barry RFC’s 
winning streak continue 


ON a warm and sunny afternoon, 
Barry RFC entertained Aberdare 
in a league fixture, the result of 
which hinged on their ability to 
take advantage of handling errors 
and turn them into points.

While Aberdare may have played most 
of the rugby they were unsettled in the 
backs, where Barry’s virtually perfect first- 
up tackling was disrupting them. 

The Barry scrum was under constant

Five-star evening at 
Jenner Park for 
Barry Town United 



BARRY Town United 
maintained their 100 per cent 
home record in the 2018-19 JD 
Welsh Premier League with an 
entertaining 5-2 victory against 
struggling Llanelli Town on 
Friday night. 

Having chalked up a string of 
successes against leaders Connah’s 
Quay Nomads, Bala Town, Cefn 
Druids and Carmarthen Town, Barry’s 
five-star evening made it five wins 
from five at Jenner Park, though the 
West Walians were left to rue a pair of 
contentious reds. 

Watched by a crowd of 548, third- 
placed Barry wasted little time in 
seizing an early lead, as unmarked 
Robbie Patten nodded home from a 
routine Chris Hugh corner in the 4th 
minute. 

However, the promoted visitors 
were back on terms in short order 
when Joe Clarke headed a sky-bound 
clearance from Macauley Southam- 
Hales past Mike Lewis and into the 
Barry net. 

For wide man Southam-Hales, it 
would prove the solitary blemish on a 
dazzling display, with the former 
Cardiff City starlet shining brightest in 
the 43rd minute, turning two Llanelli 
defenders inside out, before setting up 
teammate Jordan Cotterill for a golden 
chance. 

While Reds goalkeeper Oliver 
Davies did well to deny Cotterill’s 
close-range shot with an impressive 
reaction stop, the follow-up from 
Jonathan Hood gave the visiting 
goalkeeper scant time to recover, 
slotting into the net to restore Barry's 
goal advantage at the interval. 

Into the second half, another Barry 
mistake allowed Llanelli to level at 
two apiece, with youngster Lenny 
Evans pouncing on Luke Cooper’s 
slip-up and punishing the defender by 
side-footing into a gaping net, after 
Lewis had denied his initial attempt. 

Then, for half an hour, the scores 
remained level, but Llanelli’s chances 
of taking a point back to Stebonheath 
were dealt a harsh blow when 
goalscorer Clarke was dismissed in the 
58th minute, the midfielder given a 
straight red for a perceived stamp on 
Troy Greening. 

As replays would later indicate, 
Greening won the ball ahead of Clarke 
in a clean contest, yet the positioning 
of referee Bryn Markham-Jones 
appeared to give the official the 
impression of foul play from the 
Llanelli man, whose team were now 
left to continue without him. 

With 72 minutes elapsed, Hood was 
replaced by Kayne McLaggon, with 
the club’s leading goalscorer from 
2017-18 having dropped to the bench 
in wake of a six-game goalless streak. 

McLaggon’s last-gasp equaliser at 


Llanelli in August had been greeted 
with wild celebrations, yet the chance 
to take all three points this time was 
one the hosts could simply not pass up. 

Back in the saddle, McLaggon 
almost made the difference when his 
header rebounded off the post, but it 
took until the 79th minute for Barry’s 
breakthrough to finally arrive, Hugh’s 
teasing ball into the danger zone 
crashing off goalkeeper Davies and 
ending up in the net. 

Three minutes later, Llanelli were 
cut down to nine men, with veteran 
Chris Thomas handed his marching 
orders for a tussle with marksman 
McLaggon that merited a free-kick at 
most. 

Barry’s second substitution saw the 
introduction of Clayton Green in 
favour of club captain Cotterill and the 
son of ex-player Phil Green would be 
on fewer than five minutes before 
notching his second goal of the season, 
a left-footed finish into the roof of the 
Llanelli net. 

Two goals and two men to the good, 
Barry manager Gavin Chesterfield 
then brought on long-serving defender 
Paul Morgan as the game’s final 
substitute, but the final word went 
McLaggon, who cut inside and 
powered home deep in stoppage time 
to secure the 5-2 win. 

With Barry finally laying claim to 
the Gary Lloyd Cup, contested 
between the two sides, the Jenner Park 
outfit maintained their position inside 
the JD Welsh Premier League's top 
three, ahead of this Saturday's 
pilgrimage to Bala, a 2.30pm kick-off 
at Maes Tegid. 

Having reached the midway point of 
Phase One, Barry’s haul of 22 points is 
now twice the number collected at the 
same stage last season, a testament to 
their form at Jenner Park. 

As things stand, the club is seven 
points above the cut-off, with 11 games 
to the split, with a place in the top six 
vital for securing home advantage in 
any potential play-off for European 
football. 

Unbeaten at the stadium since 
January, Barry will aim to continue 
their run at Jenner on Sunday, 
November 4, when Llandudno provide 
the opposition, before hosting the 
champions TNS on Saturday, 
November 17, one day after the Wales 
vs Denmark international. 

Finally, supporters of the Jenner 
Park club were proud to see Modou 
Touray make his Wales under-21 debut 
last week, with the talented teenager 
(on loan from Newport County) 
appearing as a second half substitute in 
the 3-1 UEFA European Championship 
triumph over Switzerland.
